Plants  are  bushy  and  erect.  The  pods  are  about  4  ^  inches  long,  bright 
green,  oval  round  through  cross  section.  The  seeds  are  yellowish.

The  pods  are 
5  to  6  inches  long,  delicious,  and  mature  8  to  10  days  earlier  than  other 
limas. 

BURPEE’S  BUSH  LIMA .  20  .21 

Plants  about  20  inches  high  and  very  broad.  Pods  are  4  to  5  inches 
long  and  bear  large  white  beans.

Is  earlier  and  bears  for  a  longer  time  than  the  Kentucky  Wonder.  Pods 
are  up  to  8  inches  long,  dark  green,  tender  and  stringless. 

KENTUCKY  WONDER . 16  17 

The  standard  pole  bean.  Very  vigorous,  bears  an  abundance  of  pods, 
which  are  8  to  9  inches  long  and  nearly  round. 

WHITE  CREASEBACK . 17  19 

Hardy,  early  and  matures  all  the  pods  at  the  same  time.  The  pods  are 
medium  size,  round  and  fleshy. 

LAZY  WIFE . 18  20 

Pods  are  broad,  thick,  very  fleshy,  and  stringless.  The  dry  beans  are 
white  and  good  for  winter  use. 

CUT  SHORT  OR  CORN  HILL . 17  18 

Late,  hardy  and  quite  productive.  Pods  are  green,  3H  to  4  inches 
long,  straight,  flat  and  somewhat  stringy. 

WHITE  DUTCH  CASEKNIFE . 17  .18 

Pods  7  to  8  inches  long,  straight,  flat  and  somewhat  stringy,  but  brittle 
and  of  fair  quality.  Can  be  used  as  either  a  snap  or  a  shell  bean. 

HORTICULTURAL  OR  SPECKLED  CRANBERRY . 17  .18 

Hardy  and  productive.  Pods  5  to  6  inches  long,  straight,  flat,  stringless 
and  of  good  quality  Pods  are  green  splashed  with  red. 

EARLY  GOLDEN  CLUSTER  WAX . 17  .18 

The  only  wax  pod  among  the  pole  beans.  Pods  are  6H  to  7  inches  long, 
straight,  broad  and  flat,  very  fleshy,  fine  grained  but  somewhat  stringy. 

Pods  are  light  waxy  yellow  and  the  beans  are  white. 

SCARLET  RUNNER . 18  .20 

Has  bright  scarlet  flowers  and  therefore  used  for  ornamental  purposes.

LARGE  WHITE  LIMA . 18  20 

The  standard  pole  lima.  Pods  4  to  5  inches  long  and  very  flat.  It  is 
vigorous,  productive,  and  matures  in  midseason. 

KING  OF  THE  GARDEN  LIMA .  18  20 

An  improvement  on  the  Large  White  Lima,  the  pods  being  about  an  inch 
longer,  and  generally  contain  four  seeds. 

SMALL  CAROLINA  OR  SIEVA  LIMA . . . -  ••  17  19 

The  beans  are  small  like  the  Henderson’s  Bush  Lima,  but  the  plants  make  a 
large  growth  and  produce  an  immense  crop.  It  is  a  fine  bean  for  winter  use

small.

A  fine  variety  for  home  use,  market  garden  or  for  canning.  Roots  are  medium 
size,  globe  shaped  and  smooth;  skin  dark  red,  flesh  red  and  zoned  with  lighter 
shade. 

CROSBY’S  EARLY  EGYPTIAN . 60 

One  of  the  earliest  and  one  of  the  best  for  market  gardeners.  Roots  are  of  flat¬ 
tened  globe  shape,  skin  dark  and  flesh  a  little  lighter. 

EXTRA  EARLY  EGYPTIAN . 60 

A  very  early  beet,  with  small  tops  and  flattened  roots.  Skin  and  flesh  very  dark 
and  the  latter  zoned  with  lighter  rings. 

LONG  BLOOD  RED . 50 

The  old  standard  variety  for  table  and  stock  feed.  An  excellent  drought  resister, 
color  deep  red,  flesh  very  sweet.  Grows  entirely  under  the  ground. 

SWISS  CHARD  OR  FOLIAGE  BEET .  55 

Does  not  form  a  root.  The  leaves  are  used  as  greens  and  the  mid-rib  is  served 
like  asparagus.

A  long  slender  root  which  grows  deeply  into  the  ground.  A  heavy  yielder 
and  has  a  high  sugar  content. 

GOLDEN  TANKARD . 30  .35 

Flesh  yellow,  sweet  and  nutritious.  Roots  almost  cylindrical.  Fine  for 
stock  feeding. 

MAMMOTH  LONG  RED  MANGEL . 30  .35 

Enormous  beets  yielding  30  to  50  tons  to  the  acre.  Roots  are  quite  cylin¬ 
drical,  grow  well  above  the  ground,  light  red  with  white  and  rose  colored 
flesh. 

GIANT  HALF  SUGAR  MANGEL . 30  .35 

A  large  mangel  with  the  great  feeding  value  of  a  sugar  beet.  The  flesh 
is  white,  crisp  and  very  sweet.

Solid,  uniform  in  color, 
fine  for  kraut  making  and  for  late  sowing.

About  a  week  to  ten  days  later  than  Jersey  Wakefield.  Heads  medium  rise, 
round,  somewhat  flattened,  compact,  solid  with  outer  leaves  spreading. 

EARLY  DWARF  FLAT  DUTCH .  1.50 

A  short  stem,  second  early  variety  that  stands  hot  weather. 

LATE  PREMIUM  FLAT  DUTCH .  1.40 

One  of  the  standard  varieties  for  market  use.  Heads  are  round,  flattened,  large 
and  very  firm.  Has  a  medium  stem  and  is  hardy. 

LATE  LARGE  DRUMHEAD .  1.40 

Heads  are  dark  green,  large,  flat  and  solid.  Matures  late  and  used  extensively  for 
pickling. 

THE  DANISH  BALLHEAD .  2.00 

Heads  are  perfectly  round,  extremely  solid,  fine  grained,  bear  shipping  well  and 
will  keep  far  into  the  spring.  Requires  a  full  season  to  mature. 

SUREHEAD .  1.50
